Drawing the Putong song 


A woman who spent her child- 
hood exploring barns and milking 
cows, and who once waited in the 
moonlight for a Fairy Queen, is 
the featured artist this month in 
Ladybug magazine. 

For more than 10 years, Robin 
Hansen, of Andover, has illustrat- 
ed stories for Cricket magazine 
and related publications, includ- 
ing Ladybug. Recently she collabo- 
rated with Andover’s Rose Yang in 
creating an illustrated Chinese 
nursery rhyme, featured in this 
month’s Ladybug, the popular 
children’s magazine geared 
toward 2- to 6-year-olds. 

Hansen was teaching art at 
Phillips Academy last summer 
when one of her students told her 
of “Putong/The frog song,” a Chi- 
nese counting game. Hansen 
instantly liked the idea of illustrat- 
ing the song as an activity for chil- 
dren that would also teach a bit of 
another language. The student’s 
mother, Rose Yang, worked with 
Hansen in translating the song. 

“One frog, one mouth, two eyes, 
four legs, Splash! Jumped into the 
water!” is the English version, 
which in the next verse, becomes 
“Two frogs, two mouths, four eyes, 
eight legs, Splash, Splash! Jumped 
into the water!” 

The Chinese word for “splash” 
is “putong,” Yang says. When she 
taught the game to her children 


When they were young, they 
would often listen to the numbers 
in the verse and try to figure out 
how many splashes or “putongs” 
to say at the appropriate pause. 

The illustrations for the song 
feature children of many races sit- 
ting by a river. They dance, count 
and jump to the song along with 
several frogs who seem to be danc- 
ing and jumping along with the 
children. The text includes the 
Chinese words (in English alpha- 
bet), their phonetic pronuncia- 
tions and the English translations. 

In developing the final project, 
Hansen says she spent a few hot 
summer nights jumping up and 
down in front of a mirror reciting 
the song in choosing how to illus- 
trate the movements children 
might make in singing the song. 

Such a fanciful approach is 
nothing new to the artist. In her 
featured biography for Ladybug, 
she describes a romantic child- 
hood growing up in Massachusetts 
exploring creaky old barns with 
her friends and spending twilight 
hours searching for fairies. 

“My sister Andrea and I 
believed in elves and fairies with 
all of our hearts,” she writes, and 
goes on to describe their searches. 
Her sister once sprinkled “fairy” 
dust on Hansen’s head and con- 
vinced her she could fly, prompt-

Recently, he 
even became the public address announc 
er for two semi-pro soccer teams. 

So it’s hard to believe that Nourse 
knew nothing about the game just 10 
years ago, when he agreed to be the assis- 
tant coach of his daughter’s Cambridge 
soccer team. 

Today, she no longer plays, and Nourse, 
who moved with his family to Washington 
Avenue in 1994, is obsessed with the game.

“T think I see a dozen high school 
games, maybe 10 college games, 20 Revolu- 
tion games and maybe a dozen town 
games a year,” he says. “And that’s not 
even counting television. If I ever got a 
(satellite) dish, my wife, I think, would 
divorce.” 

In case you can’t tell, Nourse has devel- 
oped quite a bond with the sport. 
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Make a difference — Andover Selectman and Kiwanis member Larry 
Larsen talks with eighth-graders Andrew Watts and Mark Bresnahan at 
last Thursday’s second annual Youth Summit, which brings 15 eighth- 
graders from Andover, Georgetown, Lawrence, Methuen and North 
Andover together with local business leaders. After meeting in groups 
to discuss topics ranging from the media to technology to politics, the 
students and Kiwanians met in a “plenary session” before lunch. 
According to Larsen, the group came up with several ways that young

“Tve always been an underdog guy and I see 
soccer as an underdog sport.

“This bylaw is intended to con- 
tinue our efforts to benefit from 
Open space preservation in the 
form of protection of natural land 
forms, and interconnections of 
trails and pathways through open 
space linkages as the number of 
larger parcels diminishes,” he says.

Proponents of the casino industry argue 
that 2 to 3 percent of the population are likely 
to become pathological gamblers, Tucker 
Says, which in Massachusetts, equals 150,000 
people.

She also argues that casino gambling does- 
n't fit the emerging vision of Massachusetts 
as a State rich in education and history, pio- 
neering medicine and technology and natural 
beauty. 

“I don’t see a place for billboards advertis- 
ing your nearest casinos, ‘10 miles to the 
slots,” she says. 

And it won't be too far for anyone to visit a 
casino if they are legalized, she says. Propos- 
als are waiting in the wings at racetracks and 
property of recognized Indian tribes that 
would guarantee six to eight casinos in the 
state. 

“This is not a question of impact on one 
community. Salisbury may have voted for it. 
but Newburyport hates it. If we legalize casi- 
nos, there will be a ‘Not In My Back Yard’ 
debate that makes low-income housing and 
power plants look tame,” Tucker says. 

State Rep. Barry Finegold, D-Andover. 
defers to Tucker on the issue, but agrees that 
casinos shouldn’t be legalized. 

“I'd prefer if we didn’t expand gambling as 
as far as casinos go. It’s not the best form of eco- 
“ nomic development,” he says.

But for now, congratulations to the 
town’s new selectman, Mary French, 
who clearly was organized enough to get 
her vote out, and therefore deserved to 
prevail. 

She has big shoes to fill and lots of 
homework to do, but given her long 
involvement with the local schools, 
homework shouldn’t be an intimidating 
task. 

And the town should say a heartfelt 
thanks to outgoing Selectmen Chairman 
Bill Downs. In decades of service on the 
Fire Department and as a selectman. he 
came to personify public service. On the 
board, he developed a reputation as a 
stickler for detail and a dependable voice 
for all of Andover, not just one or two 
interest groups.

First, I should lay a few cards on 
the table. 

Or, uh, maybe that’s not such a 
good choice of words in this case. Let’s 
just say that in the interests of full dis- 
closure, I come to the topic of gam- 
bling (or “gaming,” as its proponents 
love to call it) with a truckload of bias. 

I'm against it. All of it. I'm opposed 
to playing the ponies, to casinos, to the 
State Lottery, to office pools during 
March Madness. I’m even opposed to 
bingo in church basements, in Spite of 
members of the clergy telling me in 
pastoral tones how it’s just a nice, 
social event that costs no more than a 
night at the movies. 

If I had ever been on the fence about 
it, that all ended on a weekend a few 
years ago when I flew to Las Vegas, 
checked into Arizona Charley’s 
hotel/casino and took a look at the 
vast main floor, which is pretty much 


like any other main floor in any 
hotel/casino in that “gaming” mecca. 

About 75 percent of the thousand or 
so machines were in use. About 90 per- 
cent of the “customers” were older 
than 65. None of them looked like they 
were having any fun. They looked 
hypnotized — practically catatonic — 
as they fed the machines and cranked 
the levers, again and again. 

“So,” I thought. “It is to feed these 
beasts that the president is pleading 
with us to ‘save’ Social Security. Is 
this what people mean by a ‘dignified’ 
retirement?” 

And while that scene, and Las 
Vegas in general, is much more sleazy 
than church bingo or the office pool, I 
can’t help but be convinced that 
they’re all related. They are, after all, 
all gambling. 

And that’s why all this fiery debate 
over whether to allow a casino right 
up the road in Salisbury would seem 
rather amusing, were it not so ironic. 

Sure, I agree with our local state 
Senator, Sue Tucker, who testified 
passionately on Beacon Hill a week 
ago — hey, she even got an oped col- 
umn in that big Boston newspaper — 
about how casinos cost more than 
they bring in.

Article 18: Lease for the 
new Senior Center 

To see if the town will vote to 
approve and authorize the 
Board of Selectmen on behalf of 
the town to enter into and exe- 
cute a lease with Phillips Acade- 
my of the building known as 
Williams Hall, located at 53 
Phillips St., Andover for use as a 
senior center, together with 
such land as is necessary for (i) 
any addition to the building, (ii) 
necessary parking of the com- 
pleted facility and (iii) surround- 
ing landscaping and outdoor 
areas, such lease to be for an ini- 
tial term of 30 years with one 10- 
year extension option, with rent 
to be paid to Phillips Academy 
during the initial 30 year term of 
a nominal $1, with funds for con- 
struction and renovation to be 
raised through donations to the 
Friends of the Andover Senior 
Center Inc., and the town to be responsi- 
ble under the lease for all maintenance, 
utility and insurance costs; to authorize 
the Board of Selectmen to petition the 
General Court for the passage of any 
special legislation to accomplish the 
foregoing and to take any other action 
related thereto. 

Petitioners’ description 

Following the 1997 Town Meeting, a 
renewed and exhaustive search for a 
Senior Center site by the Design Selec- 
tion Team produced three options: build 
behind Doherty Middle School or West 
Fire Station, or lease Williams Hall. The 
Senior Center Building Committee and 
Council on Aging chose Williams Hall 
because it best meets the basic criteria: 
location, accessibility, lot size and finan- 
cial feasibility. 

Associated costs: 

Lease: Article 18 commits the town 
to a 30-year lease.

Hopefully, by now most of you are aware 
that Dracut is reviewing a proposal for a 750- 
megawatt power plant. Dracut is the host town, 
but this proposed plant is situated at the 
Methuen town line and is directly across the 
Merrimack River from Andover. 

Many in Dracut believe that this is a poten- 
tial cash cow for the town and that the negative 
impacts in Dracut are few and worth the 
money they hope to be paid by the power com- 
pany. There are however, a growing number of 
Dracut people who are concerned about the 
negative effects and are opposed to this plant. 

I can imagine how the people from east side 
of Dracut feel about more pollution and noise, 
in addition to what they have been enduring 
for years from the Brox plant. 

Some people who are in favor of this power 
plant seem to think that people in Andover 
“only care about property values.” Since when 
is it a crime to care about our property values? 
Dracut, Methuen, and Andover citizens would 
be getting many negative impacts, such as 
noise and air pollution, and yes, one of my 
many concerns is loss in property values. Most 
people have worked very hard to buy homes in 
the region, and why shouldn’t we care about 
their value? 

If we don’t care about the value of our 
homes, who will? I can tell you who doesn’t 
care, the energy companies who build these 
power plants. 

I also care about public health, aesthetics, 
environment, noise, (these all affect property 
value) but I also care about what is, in most 
people’s lifetime, their single largest asset — 
their homes. If you were robbed of $40, you 
would feel violated; if someone broke into your 
home and took your possessions, you would 
feel worse and terribly upset at the very least.

Well that is distinct possibility, since a 
power plant such as the one proposed would 
likely lower your property value by at least 10 
percent. This power plant is gigantic — one of 
the largest east of the Mississippi, and will 
dump tons of pollutants over Andover, 
Methuen and Lawrence (which has the highest 
child asthma rate in the state). I wonder if that 


would hurt my property value? 


Does anyone remember the late ’80s, when 
property values were crashing? Was anyone 
concerned about that? When I paint my house, 
mow the lawn or plant a new tree do people 
say, “all he cares about is his property value?” 

Caring about property values is as impor- 
tant and American as clean air, water and 
towns that are a pleasure to live in, from less

For the children, 
close incinerator 


Editor, Townsman: 


Here are some reasons why the 
North Andover NESWC trash incinera- 
tor should be closed as soon as possible. 

The North Andover incinerator 
emits 20 percent of all the mercury 
from all sources in Massachusetts. (The 
highest concentrations of environmen- 
tal mercury in the state have been 
found in our local area.) 

The NESWC plant has also emitted 
tremendous amounts of sulfur dioxide 
and carbon monoxide over the past 13 
years. It poisons our environment with 
unhealthy amounts of hydrochloric 
acid, cadmium, lead, dioxin, particu- 
lates and acid gases. 

The incinerator produces tons of 
toxic ash that will become much more 
toxic after new pollution-control equip- 
ment is added to the plant. Liability for 


any future contamination of 
the environment due to the 
landfilling of the ash (in 
Peabody) falls on the 23 
NESWC communities. 

All liability for construction 
and operating costs, as well as a 
major part of the costs of 
upgrading with new pollution 
control equipment, falls on the 
taxpayers in the 23 communi- 
ties that have contracts with 
the plant. 

New pollution-control equip- 
ment and methods are untried 
and only somewhat effective. 
Dioxin, mercury, particulates, 
lead, acid gases and other dan- 
gerous pollutants will continue 
to contaminate our environ- 
ment for another 20 years 
unless we stop them at the 
source. 

Current “tipping fees” for 
the 23 NESWC communities 
average $90 per ton (twice the 
going rate for incineration of 
trash), and will soon rise to 
$200 per ton. NESWC_ towns 
could bring their trash else- 
where for much less money per 
ton. By the time the contract 
ends in 2005, the 23 towns will 
have spent almost $200 million 
building and upgrading the 
plant. Incredibly, the plant will 
then belong to Wheelabrator. 

It is clear that the North 
Andover incinerator has been a 
tremendous polluter and a 
financial disaster. For our chil- 
dren, if not for ourselves, we 
need to close it.

need a high-priced state study to conclude that 
gambling is a disease for too many people. All 
you have to do is drop in to a local conve- 
nience store and look at the line for Lottery 
tickets. It sucks money from “our most vul- 
nerable citizens” — the elderly and the poor, 
who are least able to afford it (and apparently 
to resist it). It is addictive. It destroys lives 
and families. It ruins careers. It breeds crime. 

Indeed, it is more damaging to the fabric of 
society than cigarettes. Tobacco causes physi- 
cal harm, but gambling rots the psyche. It 
promises the big hit for no effort, and delivers 
emptiness.

Career hits a high note for 
Andover’s music director

He once played the piano 
for “Maria and Louis” of 
Sesame Street, who somehow 
didn’t seem quite real, despite 
their immediate presence, 
says Andover High’s music 
director, Robert A. Lague, of 
his most unusual gig. 

But Lague has brought 
real music to thousands of 
real students in Andover 
through his lengthy and now 
officially prestigious career. 

The Massachusetts Music 
Educator’s Association sang 
its highest praise for Lague, 
who won the Lowell Mason 
Award this year. 

Lague has directed music 
in Andover schools for 14 
years, in roles ranging from 
music teacher to chorus 
director to drama teacher. 

The Lowell Mason Award 
is reserved for one who had 
demonstrated outstanding 
leadership in music educa- 
tion and made important con- 


tributions to music and 
music education. 


“If he has any weakness, 


it’s not saying ‘no’ to any- 
body,” says Andover High 
band director Mark 
Napierkowski, who nominat- 
ed Lague for the award. 

Napierkowski says 
Lague’s energy and experi- 
ence make musical and dra- 
matic productions in 
Andover exceptional. 

“He puts in a tremendous 
amount of hours,” 
Napierkowski says of Lague, 
but those hours aren’t limited 
to Andover activities. 

In fact, anyone involved in 
musical productions in the 
greater Boston area has like- 
ly at one time run into Lague. 
A resident of Woburn, he has 
been directing the 80-voice 
Lexington Pops Chorus since 
1982, and has served as organ- 
ist for churches in Ashland, 
Natick and Woonsocket, R.I. 

Lague is also the first to 
volunteer for statewide posi- 
tions in music education, 
including being a representa- 
tive to the National Educa- 
tion Association’s (NEA) Rep- 
resentative Assembly for 24 


years, and organist for nine 
years. 

He founded the Fine Arts 
Caucus of the NEA, and has 
served as manager of the 
MMEA’s Northeast District 
High School Chorus in 1988, 
1991 and 1999. 


Educated at Fitchburg 
State College and the New 
England Conservatory, 


Lague is’ also the father of 
four. 

While he particularly 
enjoys taking students on 
field trips, such as visiting 
Gettysburg and learning 
Civil War songs and hymns, 
it’s the stage productions that 
keep him coming back. 

Like any creative director, 
a low moment now and then 
during preparation for pro- 
ductions is inevitable. 

“But at the performance, 
all my doubts go away. They 
make everything worth- 
while,” he says of the joy of 
putting on a show. “I like giv- 
ing (students) a challenge,” 
he says. 
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doors. 

Her friend Donna Ellsworth 
says her strength was admirable 
as She fought a rare bone cance! 
for many years, yet never com- 
plained, and remained active 
despite her pain. Colleagues 
praise her serenity in the face of 
turmoil, particularly in her 
terms on the School Committee 
in the ’70s, during an argumenta- 
tive period in town politics. 

Friend Tina Girdwood, now a 
member of the School Commit- 
tee, says Mrs. Viehmann served 
as a role model for her. 

“She could have been in the 
thick of it, that nasty time, but 
was never associated with it,” 
Girdwood says of her reputation 
for clear thinking. 

Friend Wayne 
Andover agrees. 

“She was the voice of calm, 
never confrontational,” he says, 
but adds that she never had a 
problem. stating her opinion, 
either. 

Andover resident Ken Seifert, 
superintendent of schools during 
Ms. Viehmann’s tenure on the 
School Committee, says her abili- 
ty to dispel conflict was as power- 
ful as her ability to defend her 
beliefs. 

“When you were intruding on 
those things that she valued 
dearly, she had no qualms about 
telling you you were not in the 
right place,” he says. 

What she valued most, friends 
say, were her family and chil- 
dren, and providing for children. 

From 1959 to 1981 she served 
as director of nursery schools 
where many Andover parents 
met her as a caring teacher. She 
ran nursery schools at the Free 
Christian Church, the Christ 
Church, and later a school in 
Haverhill. 

Girdwood says she was appre- 
Ciative of Ms. Viehmann’s way 
with children when she took her 
first child to nursery school. 

“T had the usual anxiety about 
a child starting school. She was 
very reassuring and matter of 
fact. She had a nice way of deal- 
ing with parents and children,” 
Girdwood says. 

Selectmen Larry Larsen, a 
child psychologist in Andover, 
says he always looked forward to 
parent conferences with Ms.

Viehmann, “because I generally 
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Larsen says. 

Seifert says he appreciated 
many of her graces working for 
her aS superintendent. He 
describes her as forward think- 
ing, fiscally conservative but 
never petty or political, and 
staunchly protective of what she 
felt was right for students. But 
most of all he remembers her 
empathetic way of putting her- 
self in others’ shoes, he says. 

“One of the best gifts she had 
was how she treated people,” 
Seifert says. 

Friends agree. “If I had to sum 
her up, she was a very graceful 
person,” says Wayne Grant. 

Along with the work she did 
for her community (she was a 
regular at Town Meeting, friends 
say), Ms. Viehmann also spent a 
lot of time traveling and reading. 
She climbed the mountains of 
New Hampshire and sailed the 
seas of Maine and the Caribbean. 

On many of her travels, which 
included trips to elder hostels, 
she and her husband Norman 
often met people and kept in 
touch enough to travel back for 
visits, says Wayne Grant. The 
couple made the most of their 
trips by doing a lot'of related 
reading about their destinations, 
he says. 

“They even read to each other, 
which people don’t really do any- 
more,” he says. 

The news of her death arrived 
at West Parish Church just as 
Sunday morning services began, 
says Rev. Mark Welch. 

“There was a lot of grieving, 
but it was a poignant moment, to 
have the very community who 
was praying for (Ms. Viehmann) 
together,” at that moment, Welch 
Says. 

Ms. Viehmann’s voice, known 
for soothing contentious towns- 
people, was also known to 
inspire the choir at West Parish 
Church where she sang for near- 
ly 40 years. Ellsworth says she 
sometimes sang solos. 

“She was a very good alto. I 
liked to sit next to her,” she says. 

Besides her husband, Ms. 
Viehmann leaves a son, Douglas, 
three daughters, Beth, Laura and 
Martha, and seven grandsons. A 
memorial service is scheduled at 
West Parish Church on Satur- 
day, April 10 at 1:30 p.m.

What is a scientist? 

When Barbara Lehn posed this ques- 
tion to her first-grade class, she was 
surprised at how many kinds of scien- 
tists her students could name, from 
astrophysicists to biologists. While 
none of the students thought the stereo- 
type of the mad scientist was real, they 
did assume that scientists are adults, 
Lehn says. 

“They were thinking of science as a 
career, not an investigative process,” 
Lehn says. 

And from that, a book was born. 
Lehn, an Andover resident who teach- 
es first grade in Concord, created What 
Is a Scientist? with photographer Carol 
Krauss, formerly of Concord.

‘I think the seeds I 
planted at the top will grow better than 
the ones at the bottom,’ predicts 
Jessie.” 

The project started as a photo essay 
for one particular class, Lehn says, 
because she felt the need to show stu- 
dents that they themselves were scien- 
tists.

No easy answer

ere is not much debate over the fact 
[ie there is inadequate affordable 
housing in the region. Area officials 
have agreed to meet next month to discuss 
that problem. 

But what would cure it? The answer to 
that is less clear. 

While Section 8 housing certificates 
were at the center of the most recent con- 
troversy over it, they are not necessarily 
the key to resolving the issue. 

Certainly more of them would probably 
help. Section 8 certificates are in high 
demand, says Andover Housing Authority 
Executive Director Christine Metzemaek- 
ers. Of the 417 subsidized renters managed 
by the AHA, 126 of them are on the federal 
Section 8 program. 

Meanwhile, the waiting list for the Sec- 
tion 8 program is 1,498 people long (these 
are people from anywhere in the state), she 
says, and this year, they don’t have any 
more certificates to give out. 

But Section 8 vouchers don’t create 
housing. They just make it possible for a 
recipient to have some choice about where 
to live. 

And that choice is limited. Section 8 
recipients can only live where the rent 
doesn’t exceed a federal limit set by differ- 
ent regions, defined as a SMSA (standard 
metropolitan statistical area). Andover’s 
SMSA includes Lawrence, Methuen, North 
Andover, Georgetown, Haverhill, Boxford, 
Groveland, Merrimac and West Newbury. 

So a person with a Section 8 certificate 
looking for a one-bedroom apartment in 
greater Lawrence would have to find a unit 
costing no more than $568 a month includ- 
ing utilities, a two-bedroom at $708 or less, a 
three-bedroom at $885 or less, or a four-bed- 
room for $1,089 or less. 

One reason not many people with Sec- 
tion 8 certificates are living in Andover is 
simple economics — apartments are cheap- 
er in Lawrence. 

The average one-bedroom apartment in 
Andover goes for about $750 a month not 
including utilities. Larger apartments 
seem to be harder to come by in Andover. 
In last week’s Townsman, only one two- 
bedroom was advertised for $925 a month, 
and a threebedroom was advertised at 
$1,200 a month, more than the SMSA limit 
for a four-bedroom apartment. 

While there may be other ways to 
address affordable housing, Section 8 can’t 
do it in the affluent suburbs. 

The only ways to change that would be 
to either create more reasonably priced 
apartments in the suburbs, or to create fed- 
eral subsidies that reflect the fair market 
rate in specific towns, not in a region with 
varying rental rates. 

“T think we're in the wrong SMSA,” Met- 
zemaekers says, adding that the rent cap in 
greater Lowell is higher than in Lawrence. 

“It’s fairly obvious that rents in Andover 
or North Andover are higher, which makes 
it more difficult to find an affordable unit in 
town,” she says.

SMSA regions are grouped similarly 
across the state. So while the goal of Section 
8 may be to allow more subsidized renters 
to live in the suburbs, the reality remains 
that most of them can only afford to live in 
cheaper urban areas, even with a subsidy. 

The greater Lowell SMSA includes Dra- 
cut, Billerica and Tyngsboro, and higher- 
rent districts Westford, Pepperell, Groton 
and Dunstable. 

Since there has been no talk on the part 
of federal Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) officials to increase subsidies for the 
higher-priced apartments in the suburbs, 
those interested in providing affordable 
housing there look to other programs. 

Like many housing authorities, which 
operate as private corporations under state 
oversight, the AHA is considering develop- 
ing a non-profit arm to apply for grants not 
available to housing authorities. 

Housing Authority board member Jim 
Cuticchia, who was unopposed for reelec- 
tion this week, says the AHA is selfsuffi- 
cient and provides more affordable housing 
than many suburbs. 

“This is a town that doesn’t leave it’s 
people stranded. It takes care of it’s people. 
We need to keep that tradition alive,” Cutic- 
chia says. 

For a suburb, Andover has a relatively 
high percentage of affordable housing, at 
more than 9 percent — close to a goal of 10 
percent set by the state under so-called 
Anti-Snob zoning passed in 1969. That 
accomplishment should be accredited to a 
good working relationship between the 
AHA, the town, and the Board of Select: 
men, Cuticchia says. 

Metzemaekers says that while many 
local housing authorities across the state 
accept financial help in operating costs 
from the state Department of Housing and 
Community Development (DHCD), 
Andover does not. 

The AHA does get state subsidies for cer- 
tain programs, and wins grants for capital 
improvements, she says.

The goal of becoming self-sufficient 
should also be the goal of the program for 
residents, Cuticchia says. The federal QOV- 
ernment sponsors the “Family Self-Suffi- 
ciency Program,” for families on Section 8 
to help them on the path to independence. 

A person on the program develops a 
five-year plan, with a specific goal such as 
finishing school or buying a home. Part of 
the program also holds a portion of a recipi- 
ent’s income in escrow, so that at the end of 
the program, it could go toward the specific 
goal, such as down payment on a house. 

Nancy Stolberg at the AHA helps the 
residents in the program make a plan to 
meet their goals, and stick to the plan, says 
Metzemaekers. 

So far, 23 of the 25 available slots in the 
program are filled. While no one in the pro- 
gram has completed the five-year cycle (the 
program is four years old), three people 
have completed their contracts so far. two 
of them went on to buy their own home and 
a third used the money saved to buy a new 
car to access a better paying job, Metze 
maekers says. 


The program has_ been successful 
enough so far, Metzemaekers says, for the 
AHA to consider starting a similar pro- 
gram for residents in housing subsidized 
by the state. Meanwhile the state DHCD 
sent housing authorities a memo about 
doing the same thing. 

The federal program for family self suffi- 
ciency is only available to families on Sec- 
tion 8 vouchers or certificates. 

Of Andover’s 844 subsidized housing 
units through the housing authority and 
other corporations, 58 percent of them (489 
units) are for families, and 41 percent of 
them (347 units) are for elderly or disabled 
residents, according to Andover Planning 
Director Steve Colyer. Eight units of afford- 
able housing (1 percent) are set aside for 
residents with special needs, he says. 

A program that rewards hard work with 
results shows adults and their children 
how to break the cycle of dependency, says 
Cuticchia says. 

“All all programs should be headed that 
way,” he says. 

There is also general agreement that the 
large housing projects of the ’70s don’t help 
that process, whether in Andover or 
Lawrence, Cuticchia says. 

“Housing should reflect the community 
it represents,” he says, lamenting housing 
projects in Lawrence that should have been 
two- or three-family homes to fit into neigh- 
borhoods there. 

He agrees that scattered housing is 
appropriate for Andover, or encouraging 
home ownership in single-family homes 
throughout Andover that blend into neigh- 
borhoods. 

State Senator Sue Tucker says she 
agrees that one lesson learned in affordable 
housing is that home ownership should be 
encouraged over developing large housing 
projects. 

And that wasn’t the only lesson, she 
says. 

“We have to work through collabora- 
tion, not through one community forcing 
an idea on another. These things work best 
when they start with people knowing peo- 
ple, through churches and non-profits, not 
with buildings. 

She agrees that Andover has done well 
in providing its share of affordable hous- 


wey was certainly proud at the housing 
summit (held last week in Lawrence) of 
what Andover has been able to achieve,” 
she says. 

But the big picture shouldn't be ignored, 
she says. 

“Affordable housing means more than 
just low-income housing. It means our own 
kids being able to live in the community 
they grew up in,” she says. 

Colyer agrees that there is more to the 
problem than buildings. He says the prob- 
lem of affordable housing is often bigger 
than just providing housing. “Often you’re 
just dealing with people who need other 
kinds of help. They need jobs, they need

ACCC they would be scrambling in the spring to 
find day care for their children by the fall. 

In an interview last December, parent Susan 
Costello said PA never spoke with parents about 
their plan, and timed the RFP process in a way 
that created a problem for parents. 

Andover parent Bob Watts says he is lucky to 
have public kindergarten available for his 
daughter, but ACCC parents of younger children 
are now scrambling to make arrangements for 
next year. 

The problem, he says is the length of the 
process in choosing a day care. 

“Most parents, regardless of the reputation of 
Workplace Connections, would not put their 
child anywhere they hadn’t surveyed,” he says. 

Grace Pantano, president of Workplace Con- 
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nections, says there is no need for 
them to scramble, since her compa- 
ny will be providing the same num- 
ber of spaces as ACCC, and will give 
priority to families whose children 
have been placed at ACCC. 

Parent Lisa Wilson, who has 
been sending her daughter to ACCC 
for nine months and served on the 
school’s parent advisory board, says 
she, like many other parents, has 
become a loyal follower of the staff 
at ACCC and plans to go where they 
g0. 

“I chose it because of the wonder- 


ful feeling I got (there) during all of 


my visits. [t’s not the four walls, it’s 
what’s in it, and that can go any- 
where,” she says. 

The catch is that they have 
nowhere to go yet. Community Day 
Care spokeswoman Joan Silverman 
says ACCC is actively looking at 
sites in Andover and the immediate 
area, but hasn’t found anything yet.

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William R. O'Reilly 
North Main St. pediatrician 
practiced here for 33 years 


Family and friends of Dr. William R. 
O’Reilly remembered him this week as 
a man and a doctor who was always 
there to lend a healing hand. 

Dr. O'Reilly. 72, of Andover died 
Thursday, March 18, after a brief ill- 
ness. 

He not only tended to the children 
in his office, but also frequently 
appeared when there was a serious car 
accident on the roads or an injury to 
an athlete on a playing field, say those 
who knew him. 

“There are several people alive 
today only because of him,” says Lt. 
Richard Enos, who remembers seeing 
O’Reilly appear at accident scenes to 
tend to critically injured people. 

‘Dr. O’Reilly was considered a pio- 
neer in the delivery of emergency med- 
ical services in Andover and was made 
an honorary member of the Andover 
police and fire departments. 

“He monitored, through a scanner, 
the police and fire calls. He had a scan- 
ner in his car, at his home and in his 
office, and he always had it on,” Says 
Lt. Enos. “There were many times 
when he heard of a serious accident or 
a serious fire —- and he heard it from his 
home, or the warmth of his bed, or 
from his office — and he left to see of 
what assistance he could be.” 

Dr. O’Reilly also used to donate his 
time to teach police and fire officials 
emergency first aid, he says. 

“He was just that kind of individual. 
If help was needed, he would do what 
he could. There couldn’t be anyone

who has a bad word to say about Dr. 
O'Reilly,” says Lt. Enos. 

Long-time teacher and coach Dick 
Collins remembers Dr. O’Reilly jump- 
ing off the sidelines of Andover sport- 
ing events to examine injured players. 

“Bill came to most of the games and 
would help out anytime we needed 
help. He was a guy who, anyone 
involved with sports in town, was very 
close to,” says Mr. Collins. “But he had 
many other interests besides sports. 

“He was just an absolutely wonder- 
ful, friendly guy. You name it, Bill 
O’Reilly was there to help out with it. 
He will be dearly missed in this town.” 

Dr. O'Reilly was born in Lawrence. 
He attended St. Patrick’s Grammar 
School, Lawrence High School, Boston 
College and Georgetown Medical 
School, where he was president of his 
class and class marshal. 

He served in the U.S. Navy in 1945 
and 1946. 

Dr. O’Reilly interned at Jefferson 
Medical College Hospital in Philadel- 
phia and was a resident fellow in ado- 
lescent medicine and pediatric instruc- 
tor at Children’s Hospital in Washing: 
ton, D.C. 

In 1959 he was the first physician to 
establish a practice in Andover devot- 
ed exclusively to pediatrics. His prac- 
tice was on North Main Street for 33 
years. 

Dr. O'Reilly was chief of the medical 
Staffs of Lawrence General Hospital 
and Bon Secours (now Holy Family) 
Hospital. 

He closed his private practice in 
1993 and became director of the Pedi- 
atric Health Center of Holy Family 
Hospital in Methuen. 

Dr. O'Reilly was awarded the Cari- 
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tas Christi Medal this year by Emi- 
nence Cardinal Bernard Law and the 
Caritas Christi Catholic Health Care 
System. He received an honorary doc- 
torate of humane letters from Merri- 
mack College, an Humanitarian of the 
Year Award from Merrimack Valley 
Chapter of the March of Dimes, and the 
Lord Baden Powell Award for Distin- 
guished Citizenship from the Boy 
Scouts of America. 

Dr. O’Reilly served on the Medical 
Ethics Committee of the Archdiocese 
of Boston and was president, director 
of trustee of the Mary Immaculate 
Health Care Services, Northeast Chap- 
ter of the Massachusetts Heart Associ- 
ation, Andover Little League, Andover 
Red Cross, Andover Junior Football 
League, St. Ann’s Nursing Home, 
Andover Visiting Nurses Association, 
Lawrence General Hospital and Holy 
Family Hospital. 

He was also a member of. the 
Andover Board of Health, and fellow 
member Douglas Dunbar says the 
board never had a more committed 
physician on its roster. 

Andover’s board is required to have 
a physician, but Dr. Dunbar says 
before Dr. O’Reilly came aboard, it had 
a tough time finding a doctor who 
would regularly attend its meetings. 
Dr. Dunbar says he can’t remember 
Dr. O'Reilly missing a session. 

“He was there, he took the job on 
and for that the rest of us on the board 
have always been grateful,” says Dr. 
Dunbar. “He has always been, from his 
time working with police and fire as a 
voluntary emergency physician, to his 
time on the Board of Health, a wonder- 
ful, giving physician.” 

Dr. Dunbar says he was always 
happy to run into Dr. O’Reilly on the 
Street and proud to march with him in 
Memorial Day parades. But Andover 
parades were not the only ones raced 
with Dr. O’Reilly’s presence. 

A Lawrence native, Dr. O’Reilly was 
Grand Marshall of the St. Patrick’s 
Day parade in Lawrence in 1994. 

His avocation was music and he 
was a piano player and lyricist. He 
wrote and directed musical production 
for St. Augustine’s of Andover and 
other organizations. He was a lector 
and Eucharistic minister at St. Augus- 
tine for many years.

sons and daughters-in-law, William 
and Elizabeth Ross O’Reilly Jr. of 
Wellesley and Christopher and Mary

Elaine Viehmann, 72, of Andover died of can- 
cer Sunday, March 21, at Boston Medical Cen- 
ter.

Andover High spring varsity sports previews: Baseball, boys volleyball

At first thought it might seem like a 
simple task, but choosing the right camp 
for your child requires some serious 
thought and planning. 

There are many camps available — 
from day camp to overnight camp, from 
traditional to specialized. If you want 
your child to attend camp this summer, 
then you must start your search now. 
You might find some sessions are booked 
already and have a waiting list because 
of their popularity. Certain age groups 
also fill up faster and it might also be 
more difficult to secure spots for a few 
children trying to get the same session.

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fourth week the child is off and running 
and really blooming. The longer a child 
goes, the better. I really see them get 
entrenched in it.” 

Children can attend Camp Evergreen 
as early as age four and one-half to age 15, 
but Ms. Loscutoff sees the middle school 
years as the most important. “At this age 
they are too old for a babysitter but can 
get into trouble if left alone,” she said. 
When it comes to the subject of camp, Ms.

Ms. Baron 
suggests when looking for a camp, check 
out their safety record.
